which were spent by the commis- 
sion in an accounting investigation. 


The supreme court in a decision 


written by Chief Justice Marvin B. 
Rosenberry affirmed the_ action of 
Circuit Judge A. C. Hoppmann of 
Dane county, who held that the 
commission was biased in its judg- 
ments and unreasonable in its or- 
ders. 
State counsel studied the decision 


today to determine whether they 
had grounds for an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court 
. Foremost among the orders set 
aside was the commission's final one 
issued in 1936. It directed the com- 
pany to make a permanent annual 
reduction of $863,000 in exchange 
rates. 


Interim Order 


Another was the interim order of 


1934 requiring the comuany to cut 
rates $1,017.717 from Aug. 5, 1934 
to Aug. 4, 1935. 
This was one of three temporary 


reduction orders issued while the 
investigation was in progress and 
criticized by the supreme court as 
having been imposed 
upon 
the 


company before all the evidence 
was presented. 


Two other temporary 
orders, 


which called for reductions of $1,- 
586,281 in the years of 1932-33 and 
$1,477,310 for 1933-34 were enjoined 
in federal court pending final action 
by the state courts.

[well knows.

Governor McNutt is about to retire as United 


[States high commissioner to the Philippines. He had 
(intended to return to private life to pursue the presi- 
dential nomination in accordance with plans made 
many months ago. Campaign headquarters already 
[are in action at Indianapolis. 


The post as head of the federal security agency is 
Raymond Clapper new ^,1 one oj the most important administrative 
assignments in the government, requiring large executive ability and 
imaginative talent Furthermore it is the ideal job for a presidential as- 
pirant because it reaches out to touch the American people with many 
friendly fingers. 
More Important , 
Than Cabinet Post 


The new agency, created under 


reorganization plan no. 1, includes 
the following: office of education; 
United States film service and 
radio division, taken over from 
the 
national emergency council; 


public health service; social securi- 
ty board; United States employ- 
ment service; national youth ad- 
ministration; civilian conservation 
corps; American printing 
house 


for the blind, taken over from the 
treasury. 


The offer was made before the 


death of Claude Swanson, secre- 
tary of the navy, so that there is 
a possibility that plans might be 
changed and the navy department 
post offered instead, although that 
is not likely. Everything consider-

situation. For some time the Me 
Nutt group has been definitely of 
the opinion that no one could be 
nominated or elected without the 
active support of President Roose- 
velt For several weeks Mr, Me 
Nutt's assistant, Wayne Coy, has 
been here building up his chief 
among administration friends. He 


and Mr. McNutt were Sunday 
luncheon guests of Harry Hopkins, 
secretary of commerce and one of 
the president's intimates. 


This development pulls some of 


the props from under the wide- 
spread belief that Mr. Roosevelt 
intends to seek a third term, al- 
though it does not necessarily 
eliminate that possibility, because 
Mr. McNutt is publicly committed 
to withdraw if the president de- 
sires to run. Meantime it has the 
effect of bringing him under the 
administration -wing and of keep- 
ing him fenced off from outside 
alliances with anti-Roosevelt 
groups.

Legislators come to the office 


regularly to ask for honorary com- 
missions for their friends. Others 
make their applications in person,

NEUTRAL NEUTRALITY 


A neutrality act has only one purpose 


—to keep a country out of war by main- 
taining a sort of judicial indifference be- 
tween the contestants. 


It may fairly be assumed that almost 


our entire population in and out of of- 
fice favors the course that will permit 
America to remain aloof from actual par- 
ticipation in the struggle. 
But what is 


that course? 
At present the controversy 


is whether to prevent the shipment of 
arms and munitions by America to anv 
country or to give the President, instead*, 
authonty to fix war zones from which 
our vessels will be excluded. 


As the rumble of approaching war 


may be heard even from the Mongolian 
borders it becomes evident that the em- 
bargo plan would assist one side more 
than the other, and that the war zone 
plan would be of help to the other side. 


But why put an embargo on rifles 


and shells and none upon the ingredients 
from which they are manufactured? Can- 
not the cry of protest of the combatant 
hurt by American munitions be as effec- 
tively answered by a law excluding the 
name of the manufacturer from being 
impressed upon the rifle or shell made in 
this country? Isn't that practically the 
only difference in shipping materials and 
sending Instead the manufactured article? 


And if we close our ports against the 


shipment of guns and ammunition, and 
then against the materials from which they 
are made should we not just as log- 
ically prevent even the shipment of 
food lest a wounded soldier be led to 
say: I should not have been shot were it 
not'for the strength given the enemy's 
trigger finger by American food? 


We think that the rules of neutrality 


we establish should be determined solely 
upon a basis of justice and the American 
interest. Fortunately the two coincide. 
And the set of rules suggested were in 
existence long before congress ever tried 
to pass a Neutrality Act. 
They are re- 


ferred to as international law. 


These rules need modification only in 


respect to credits and payments. 
We 


learned from the last war that when the 
country gained a large financial interest 
in the result of a struggle it began to edge 
closer to the battlefield. 


The strong coalition in the senate who 


favor an embargo on munitions are not 
supported by logic but, as between that 
plan and extending further authority to 
the President, irrespective of who is pres- 
ident, they are choosing the lesser of .two 
evils.

If You Do Get It 


If any person touches poison ivy 


he should immediately wash with 
naptha soap, and if the itchy rash 
breaks out on your skin, you had 
better hie to a druggist and buy 
fiome calomine lotion to dab on gen~- 
erously. Baking soda packs also 
help. 


If you get a truly serious dose 


of poison ivy, and it spreads rapidly 
over your skin, you should treat it 
like a severe sunburn. Dry the sMn 
thoroughly, coat it with melted par- 
affin (not too hot!) then lay a thin 
sheet of cotton over'that and paint 
on a second layer of paraffin. Cov- 
er the whole thing with dean cot- 
ton bandages. 


According to the Field Museum 


of ^Natural History in Chicago, the 
poison in severe cases should be 
neutralized before the paraffin is 
applied. This is done by applying 
salts of iron which a good druggist 
will mix. Tell him to dilute a 5 per 
cent solution of iron chloride in a 
mixture of half alcohol and half wa- 
ter. 


This solution is considered the 


best preventative to use on your 
sMn before you go cavorting with 
little lambs in ivy poison studded 
fields, or before you climb lovely 
*old wooden fences on which the 
very pretty, but very dangerous 
weed likes to grow!

I have recorded this bidding as it 


actually took place. Obviously, it 
was far out of the ordinary. I can- 
not explain or justify South's rea- 
soning for his weird sequence, and 
it goes without saying that the final 
contract was a very shaky one. My 
guess is that South did not think 
well of his partner's playing abil- 
ity. Hence, instead of reaching a 
reasonably legitimate six diamond 
contract, South took the reins in his 
own hand at no trump. 


The first bit of luck that South 


encountered was when West made 
a bad guess on his opening lead. A 
spade opening, while West still bad 
the heart control, would have taught 
declarer a good lesson, but West 
cannot be greatly blamed for feel- 
ing that South had at least two 
spade stoppers and that a spade lead 
might trap an honor in East's hand. 
At any rate, West chose what was 
apparently a safe opening, name- 
ly, the diamond ten. Declarer won 
with the ace and cashed his three 
club tricks. Here was the second bit 
of luck: East had four clubs, but 
the jack and ten were blank in 
West's hand and 
dummy's nine 


promptly became established. Now 
a low diamond was led to the 
queen. East had discarded the eight 
of spades at the first trick and now 
echoed with the seven. The heart 
four was led from dummy and de- 
clarer played the queen, losing to 
West's king. West returned 
his 


fourth best spade. It must have been 
a great temptation to declarer to 
put up dummy's queen as, appar- 
ently, the only chance to win two 
spade tricks, but after long thought 
declarer decided to preserve the 
queen for quite another purpose. 
Hence, he ducked in dummy and 
took East's ten with the ace. Now 
the diamond jack was cashed and 
another diamond was led to the 
king. On these two rounds East 
had little discarding difficulty. He 
blanked the spade king and threw 
away his last club, but now the 
cashing of the club nine deliver- 
ed a mortal blow. East could not let 
go the spade king without establish- 
ing dummy's queen, hence he had 
to discard one of his precious hearts. 
Now all declarer had to do was cash 
the heart jack and lead dummy's 
remaining heart to his ace—the 
heart seven had been promoted to 
winning position. 


As I have said, this was the sort of 


a hand that, fortunately enough, 
does not occur very often. Declar- 
er had needed beautiful breaks, in- 
cluding the opportunity and ability 
to execute a squeeze, to fulfill the 
ambitious contract.

Some 
overgrow to such an extent that the 
evergreens need replacement every 
ten to twelve years.

beautiful. During July and August 
the death of those on the borderline 
in spring is noticed and we become 
faced with the problem of waiting 
for fall or spring to make replace- 
ments. 


^Contrary to all published rules, it 
can safely be stated that evergreen 
trees can be transplanted 
at this 


season provided good care attends 
the transplanting. This good care 
must consist of good preparation of 
the holes before the trees are 
bought, the purchase of material 
from nearby nurseries where it can 
be dug, balled and burlaped with- 
out waste of time and replanted in 
the previousely dug holes. Death 
will be the exception rather than 
the rule if this transplanting 
is 


done within twenty-four hours af- 
ter the trees are dug, if they are 
watered regularly after transplant- 
ing and protected against mildew 
by light dustings of sulphur. As a 
further precaution, trees should be 
sprayed heavily daily to keep the 
foliage moist until the evergreens 
reestablish themselves.

MOUND BUILDERS 


The highest Indian 
mound in 


Ohio is the Miamisburg Mound. It 
is in the shape ot a cone with a 
very broad base. The height is giv- 
en as 68 feet. At the base it is more 
than 250 feet wide! 


West Virginia has an even larger 


cone-shaped mound. lit is known 
as the Grave Creek mound, and 
rises to a height of 70 feet. 


Men who have dug into 
the 


Grave Creek mound have found 
skeletons inside. They also*have 
dug up shell beads, copper brace- 
lets and ornaments which were 
made from mica. 


It is believed that the West Vir- 


ginia Mound 
Builders 
obtained 


their mica by trading with Indians 
of North Carolina. Sometimes the 
mica was used to cover wooden 
beads; in that way the beads were 
made to look like pearls. 


Mica was sometimes cut into 


special shapes. A fine figure of a 
human hand, made from mica, was 
found in one of the mounds, also a 
mica outline of the foot and claws 
of an eagle. 


Real pearls, obtained from clams, 


wpre known to the Mound Build- 1 
ers, and many of them — cut for 
nacklaces — have been taken from 
certain mounds. Other kinds of 
beads used by these people were 
made from clam shells, from bear 
teeth and from copper. 


Some idea of the wide use of 


fresh-water pearls by the Mound 
Builders was brought out by the 
work of Prof. F. W. Putnam. In a 
single mound in Hamilton county, 
Ohio. Putnam and his helpers found 
60.000 of these gems' 


For the most part, the pearls 


found in Indian mounds are "soft 
and crumbly" and not of great 
value, but this is not tale in all 
cases A beautiful necklace with 
more than a hundred pearls in good 
condition was dug up in Ross coun- 
ty Ohio. 


Tobacco pipes are other common 


objects taken from mounds. More 
than 200 of them -were dug up from 
tinder the Tremper mound in Ohio 
The bowls for the tobacco are in 
the center of images. Some images 
are of birds, such as the hawk, the 
eagle and the bob-white Others 
have the form of furry animals, in- 
cluding the raccoon, the squirrel 
and the dog The dog seems to have 
been the only ''domestic 
animal" 


known to the Mound builders. 


Quite a number of the pipes look 


like modern cigar-holders. It is 
likely that the Mound Builders roll- 
ed tobacco leaves into cigars of a 
crude type and placed them in the 
tubes for smoking
